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Experimenters Delay 
Mail/ Hurt? Heller! 


Because of amateur tinkering with the federal 


postal service a great disaster has fallen upon the 
towns and farms of Southwest Arkansas. 


The "tinkering" is no fault of the local post 


offices throughout the territory—rather, it is the 
specific responsibility of what used to be called the 
Railway Mail Service, now a collection of truck 
drivers and sorters of mail. 


On Saturday, May 6, the terminal and sorting 


facilities at Hope Post Office were transferred to 
the new Oaklawn Post Office building on the west 
side of Texarkana. Mail between Hope and its farm 
customers (with the exception of the four RFD 
routes) was sent to Texarkana for sorting, then 
returned for distribution. 


We discussed this unfavorably in our editorial 


of Tuesday, May 9—but the press had hardly 
finished Tuesday's run when news of a postal 
disaster rolled in on us from all sides. 


The first report said Fulton got no mail either 


Monday or Tuesday. With the co-operation of Hope 
Post Office we were able to correct this by sacking 
up separately the papers for Fulton beginning with 
the Tuesday edition, and this went through to 
Fulton O.K. Wednesday morning. By prior 
arrangement with Hope P.O. we had started 
loading mail pouches for all Nevada County points 
Saturday, so there has been no trouble in that area. 


But Hempstead county points outside the four 


RFD routes disclosed a postal disaster. They 
missed all mail Monday and Tuesday mornings. 


One-third of the rural subscription mail of this 


newspaper was wiped out in its home county. Here 
is the tabulation, with the number of paid sub- 
scribers at each point:

As of May 1 our total of Hempstead county paid 


subscribers was 779—the 250 figure 01; miss outs 
meaning that we had non-delivery Monday and 
Tuesday of 33 per cent of our circulation in the 
county of publication. 


Not to mention the same damage to first class 


delivery of letter mail. 


We make this request of rural subscribers: 


Advise us at once if the newspaper doesn't reach 
you the morning after publication. Don't report 
your own case alone—give us the names of at least 
three on your route who missed, which would be 
evidence the entire route delivery had miscarried. 


We are compiling a factual record to take into 


federal court on a complaint against the mail 
service—if this becomes necessary—and we need 
your co-operation. 


We are not alone in this trouble. 
All towns in Southwest Arkansas are in the 


same sinking boat—cut off from communication 
with their trade areas. Here's a comment from our 
neighbor Nashville dated Tuesday, May 9:

The "new approach" to handling the nation's 


mail may some day prove itself: we doubt it. 


Since the innovation Nashville post office 


ceased handling anything but local mail. Hope was 
made the distribution center. Which meant that a 
letter written by a Nashville resident to a friend in 
Mineral Springs or Dierks or Murfreesboro went 
first to Hope, then on to the destination. 


If there was any time gained in this move, we 


are totally unaware of that gain. 


The next unlikely step was to move the ter- 


minal from Hope to Texarkana, even across the 
state line into Texas. Now a letter addressed by a 
Nashville resident to a friend in Mineral Springs or 
Dierks or Murfreesboro is bundled up here, goes 
via Hope to the terminal in Texarkana across the 
line, then back into Arkansas for its destination. 


All this on the unproven theory that you can 


move a letter faster by taking it further. 


Girl Spy 


BELFAST (AP) - The Offi- 


cial wing of the Irish Republi- 
can Army said today it ab- 
ducted a 15-year-old Roman 
Catholic girl from her home, 
moved her secretly from place 
to place for five days, beat her 
at regular intervals, tore her 
hair out by the roots and tarred 
and feathered her because she 
was a spy for Scotland Yard. 


The guerrillas said that in re- 


turn for money and drugs she 
gave information which led to 
the arrest of several IRA men, 
and that her punishment would 
have been more severe if she 
had been older. 


"We would like to inform 


residents of the need for this 
action and why it was so 
lenient," the Officials said in a 
written statement. "This person 
was a member of a spy ring 
operating in this town." 


The girl was taken from her 


home Friday night. She was 
tarred and feathered in front of 
some 200 persons Wednesday 
and soldiers found her lying be- 
side a lamppost, unable to 
walk.

gun battle in Londonderry, ear- 
ly today. The soldiers claimed 
to have hit four raiders in 
clashes which flared for more 
than three hours. There were 
no army casualties. 


The fighting was at the mili- 


tary command post on the edge 
of "Free Derry," where 35,000 
Roman Catholics live behind 
barricades under the rule of the 
IRA. 


The outpost has been a target 


for frequent attacks over the 
past three nights. 


Several other minor shootings 


were reported in Londonderry 
and Belfast during the night.\ 


At' Dungiven, in County Ty- 


rone, an electricity transformer 
was blown up and set on fire. 


On Wednesday, 50 pounds of 


gelignite and a fire wrecked 
Northern Ireland's biggest de- 
partment store—the four-story 
Cooperative on York Street, 
Belfast's main shopping thor- 
oughfare. 


Twenty-five people were in- 


jured by flying glass and debris 
as the bomb gouged out the 
center of the store. No one was 
seriously hurt. 


Firemen did not tackle the 


blaze which followed the ex- 
plosion because an anonymous 
telephone caller warned that 
another bomb was inside.

trade talks with Secretary of 
Commerce Peter G. Peterson. 


Peterson was in Nixon's of- 


fice for the meeting, as was 
presidential adviser Henry A. 
Kissinger and economic adviser 
Peter Flanigan. 


Nixon and the trade minister 


tfl'ked through a translator. 


Precisely what business they 


were discussing was not dis- 
closed. But the timing of the 
meeting seemed significant. 


The session came soon after 


the Soviet Union's first top-lev- 
el reaction 
to Nixon's 
an- 


nouncement Monday night that 
he had ordered the mining of 
entrances to all North Vietnam- 
ese habors to choke off war 
supplies. 


The mines were activated at 


7 a.m., EDT, today and a short 
time later the Kremlin declared 
Nixon's actions would "com- 
plicate further the situation in 
Southeast Asia and are fraught 
with serious consequences for 
international peace and secur- 
ity." 


The 890-word Soviet state- 


ment made no mention of the 
summit conference between 
Nixon and Kremlin leaders.

said only 3.1 million of the 
workers presently covered by 
the act would actually get a 
raise under a $2 minimum. The 
rest now are either making 
more than that he said, or are 
in categories that would not be 
eligible for $2 this year. 


Both bills would extend the $2 


rate only to workers covered 
before 19«6, when the* last in- 
crease in wages was enacted. 


The 11.2 million workers new- 


ly covered in 1966 who didn't 
reach the $1.60 level until last 
year, would go to $1.80 this 
year and $2 next year, accord- 
ing to both bills. 


Also, new rates are estab- 


lished in both bills for farm 
workers, who were brought in 
by the 1966 act and now get 
$1.30 an hour. They would get 
$1.50 this year and $1.70 next 
year. Only farms that employ 
an average of eight fulltime 
workers are covered. 


The Ehrlenborn bill would 


provide a $1.60 minimum for 
youths under 18 years of age 
and students under 21. Ehrlen- 
born said it is necessary to pro- 
vide jobs for teen-agers who 
have the highest unemployment 
rate in the nation. Opponents of 
this provision contend it would 
only encourage employers to 
fire adults and hire teen-agers 
at lower rates.

A spokesman said the Treas- 


ury profit last year on sales of 
$10 "proof" dollars and $3 un- 
circulated dollars was exactly 
$40,411,669.14 with the profit for 
both types of coins averaging 
$3.89. 


Multiplied by the 150 million 


dollars—each containing 40 per 
cent silver—that the Mint is au- 
thorized by Congress to make 
and sell, the total potential 
profit is $597.5 million. 


And a mint spokesman said 


the profit margin probably will 
rise as initial production costs 
go down. 


-We're selling all of them we 


can make," he said. "We're 
limited only by our production 


capacity." 


"As a matter of fact, our 


profits should be more than 
$3.89 on each coin, the spokes- 
man said. "I figure that profit 
margin will either stand firm 
or go up.

juana and Drug Abuse found no 
evidence that one leads to the 
other.

The 
commission 
said 
the 


drug appears to intensify pleas- 
urable experiences and height- 
en the senses for many users. 


"It is this fact which prob- 


ably explains why substantial 
proportions of marijuana users 
characterize their sexual ex- 
periences under the influence of 
the drug as particularly in- 
tense, prolonged, sensuous and 
pleasurable," the commission 
said. 


But many other smokers re- 


port no such effect, and mari- 
juana may actually diminish 
sexual pleasure for a few, the 
commission said. 


It all appears to depend on 


what you expect. The commis- 
sion said research indicates the 
more a person uses marijuana 
and expects it to make sex bet- 
ter, the more likely it is to do 
so. 


The commission's findings on 


pot and sex occupy five pages 
buried in a recently released 1,- 
282-page appendix to its mari- 
juana report, which was pub- 
lished earlier this year. 


The main report omitted any 


mention of the sex findings.

craving for sex. In other words, 
it's not the aphrodisiac many of 
its fans claim it to be, the com- 
mission said. 


Research also shows mari- 


juana users are more sexually 
active than non-users. 


One survey of more than 500 


college undergraduates 
found 


72 per cent who smoked mari- 
juana also had engaged in sex 
before marriage, while only 34 
per cent of non-smokers did so. 


But the commission said it 


isn't clear whether pot leads to 
sex or vice versa. The same 
survey found that only 7 per 
cent of those who tried sex be- 
fore age 16 had never tried any 
illegal drug. On the other hand, 
47 per cent of the virgins didn't 
try drugs either.

Value-Added 
Tax Hinted 
by Connally

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon may send Congress 
'a sweeping tax-reform bill this 
year, including possible consid- 
eration of a value-added tax, 
says Treasury Secretary John 
B. Connally. 


Connally told a small group 


of newsmen Wednesday that if 
the President decides to send 
up tax-reform legislation, it will 
be a "basic, fundamental" pro- 
posal rather than loophole-clos- 
ing ideas currently pending on 
Capitol 
Hill. 
The secretary 


doubted that a major tax-re- 
form bill could be passed dur- 


* ing a campaign year. "I would 
»question the basic wisdom of 
'' trying to write a tax-reform bill 


between the conventions and 
the election," he said. 


"He may well send some pro- 


posals to the hill," Connally 
said of Nixon, emphasizing that 
he wasn't speaking 
for the 


President. He added the list 
could include a value-added tax 
idea, "major simplication" of 
the tax structure, and a propos- 
al on property taxes. 


In recent times, it has taken 


major tax-reform bills at least 
a year, and usually longer to go 
through Congress. 


Connally said he views the 


value-added tax as a "tax of 
substitution." 
The 
adminis- 


tration is studying the tax as a 
substitute for the local property 
tax as the financial prop for 
schools, but has made no for- 
mal proposal.

bodies. But fear of smoke and

go deeper in search of 33 miss- 
ing men. 


The 11 victims raised to 58 


the number of known dead 
from 
the 
fire 
that 
swept 


through the mine nine days 
ago. 
Four of the latest victims 


were found Wednesday night at 
the 3,400-foot level. The other 
seven were discovered early to- 
day at 3,700 feet. Mine Man- 
ager Marvin Chase said it ap- 
peared the seven had been try- 
ing to escape smoke when they 
were overcome. 


The aim of the rescue team 


was to go to 5,200 feet where 
the missing miners were be- 
lieved to be. 


Two men were brought out 


alive Tuesday after being en- 
tombed one week in another 
shaft. 


After 
finding 
the 
bodies 


Wednesday night, the rescue 
crew spent half an hour sealing 
off the shaft with inflatable 
bulkheads covered with foam 
rubber. The rescuers acknowl- 
edged that they were fearful of 
further smoke and gas seepage 
even though air conditions ap- 
peared to be satisfactory. 


They said the sealing oper- 


ation was essential to preserve 
the escape route in the event 
the missing miners at the very 
bottom of the shaft had sur- 
vived and were untouched by 
the gases in the higher level. 


The rescuers informed mine 


officials on the surface that 
similar sealing efforts would be 
required at the 3,550-foot level 
and once again at 3,700 feet 
deep. 


Experts said this meant that 


the goal of 5,200 feet was many 
hours away. 


In Pittsburgh, Pa., I.W. Abel, 


president of the United Steel 
Workers of America which rep- 
resents the silver mines, said 
emergency equipment at the 
mine "was lacking and training 
and preparation for its use was 
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totally inadequate or lacking." 


Abel said the findings were 


determined by a task force he 
sent to Kellogg to investigate 
the fire.

Wild Thunderstorms Travel Across Texas

Flooding rains cascaded onto 


broad stretches of Texas during 
the night and into today as a 
non-stop marathon of wild thun- 
derstorms 
aimed 
wrathful 


blows at areas from the Pan- 
handle-Plains 
sector 
to 
the 


coast. 


Parts of South Texas already 


were afloat after cloudbursts 
dumped 9.2 inches of rain onto 
Laredo and the Mexican border 
and 6 inches in two hours at 
Wharton, which is southwest of 
Houston. 


New deluges descended next 


on the Texas Panhandle and 
continued this morning, causing 
a flash flood warning until 7 
a.m. for parts of Dallain, Han- 
sford 
and Sherman 
counties 


and a neighboring slice of Okla- 
homa. 


Showers and lighter thunder- 


storms were scattered along 
the coast and through East 
Texas. 
And forecasters pre- 


dicted still more throughout the 
state for at least 24 hours.

ident Nixon's Vietnam moves 
are putting no major pressure 
on the dollar overseas, the 
Treasury Department says. 


"The dollar has been basic- 


ally fairly steady," Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally 
said.

ger whatsoever."

Treasury Department said the 
sudden surge in the price of

One reason for 
the sudden jump was a report 
that the free price of gold 
might go up to $85 an ounce by 
1980,

"That might have been an in-

Medication Halts 
Sexual Drive 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb —Would 


you tell me what you think 
about a man with high blood 
pressure that stays at 200- 
120? 
He takes tablets daily 


for his blood pressure, plus 
tablets for water, and takes 
15 aspirin daily (on his own) 
for pain from arthritis, plus 
vitamin pills that he gets 
here and there. I have asked 
him to change doctors, be- 
cause it seems that this 
medicine takes away his 
sexual ability. He wants to, 
but he isn't able. I find this 
very nerve-wracking and it 
has been going on for three 
years since our marriage. 


Dear Reader—This is a 


very difficult problem. Many 
medicines that are used to 
treat high blood pressure 
have this side effect. If your 
husband's pressure is at the 
level that you state, despite 
all of his medications, he 
obviously needs the medi- 
cine he is getting. Without 
the medicine he might have 
very serious difficulty. Put 
plainly, his medicine is life- 
saving for him. So, it is not 
a question of sex or medi- 
cine, but a question of medi- 
cine or death. It is some- 
times difficult for people to 
realize that illnesses some- 
times mean they c a n n o t 
do all the things they would 
like to do. 


Changing 
doctors won't 


help, but I would advise you 
to have your husband dis- 
cuss this problem with his 
doctor to see if there is any- 
thing he could do to help re- 
lieve the side effects. But I 
would not be optimistic that 
this would be the case. 


I know that it is difficult 


for you, but if you really love 
your husband, you will be 
able to adapt to this prob- 
lem. 
After all, you know, 


marriage is for "in sickness 
and in health."

Teacher 


Billy's grouchy g r a n d f a t h e r 


took such :i violent dislike to the 
boy's homeroom teacher that he 
wrote a .speeinl letter of denuncia- 
tion to the board of education. 


"This woman is ignorant, lazy, 


and totally uninterested in her 
job," he alleged. "She just sits 
there and collects wages." 


As it happened, Billy's teacher 


was both capable and energetic. 
When she found out about the 
letter, she determined to sue the 
grandfather for defamation of 
character. 


At the trial, he was unable to 


produce even a shred of evidence 
to sustain his charges. Result: 
liability. The court said teachers 
need not put up with malicious 
charges that blacken their pro- 
fessional reputation. 


Most courts agree. Still, not 


every mistaken statement about 
a teacher will support a defama- 
tion suit. Like other public em- 
ployees, a teacher must "take" 
a reasonable amount of criti- 
cism from those who are legiti- 
mately concerned w i t h the school 
system. 


In 
another case, 
a 
pupil's 


mother complained to the school 
board that a certain teacher was 
"not competent." But this time, 
even though the mother's com- 
plaint was exaggerated, she did 
have a substantial amount of 
supporting evidence. 


The teacher sued — but the 


court 
ruled against her. The 


judge said that for the good of 
public education, some leeway 
must be allowed to its critics. 


Nor 
is it defamation 
if 
tilt- 


charge does not seriously reflect 
on 
the 
teacher's 
professional 


qualifications. Take this case: 


A school principal, writing a 


report about a new teacher, de- 
scribed her as being "careless in 
writing on the blackboard." Was 
this statement, if untrue, enough 
basis for a defamation claim by 
the teacher'.1 


A court ruled that it was not, 


because it did not really mean 
she was incompetent in her job. 
The court said ii was perfectly 
possible for someone to be very 
bad at wielding chalk, vet very 
good at teaching children.
